A wealth of interesting anec- 
dote concerning all communi- 
ties explored and pioneered by 
our fathers, is lost to us and 
posterity. 

Those tales of observation and 
adventure depicting the shifting 
scenes of people and events, the 
prologue of this golden age, were 
best told by those sturdy souls 
(that lived here in the midst of 


the drama. 
Most of those pioneers arc 
gone. Time is continuously 


reaping a harvest of those who 
have seen their faith in the fu- 
ture justified. 

A short time ago we made the 
chance acquaintance of a very 
interesting gentleman who failed 
to recognize in the Upland of 
today the landmarks of the 
eighties. 

He first came to California in 
1885, went back to St. Louis and 
returned the same year, paying 
a railway fare of ten dollars 
each way. 

In 1887 he bought the first lot

TAX EXEMPTION AMEND- 
MENTS

Senate constitutional amendment 


‘No. 8, proposes to exempt from 
i i j taxation the property and incomes POmeEe. 
ee ee , Slover the days when they all 


“used exclusively for hospital or 
sanitorium purposes” of “any hos- 
pital or sanitorium, charitable or 
otherwise, within the state of Cali- 
fornia, not organized or conducted 


{for private profit.” 


Senate constitutional amendment 
No. 15 proposes to exempt from 
taxation the property and income 
of the Henry E. Huntington Li- 
brary and Art Gallery. The trusts 
already created for its mainten- 
ance are formally approved. An- 
nually the trustees shall report to 
the secretary of state their oper- 
ation of the library and art gal- 


|lery, including all financial opera- 


tions. This exemption may be 
modified, suspended, or revived at 
any time by the legislature, 


These two amendments raise a | 


serious question of policy in this 
state. Property used for public 
purposes exclusively, such as 
school property, and that belong- 
ing to the United States, the state, 
or any political subdivision of the 


state is of course exempt from) 


taxation. To encourage agricul- 
ture, growing crops and young 
trees and vines are exempt. Free 
public libraries and museums are 
exempt. War veterans have a 
limited exemption. Church prop- 
erty used for religious worship 
only is exempt. Colleges, such as 
Pomona college, orphan asylums 
in certain cases, and all state and 
local bonds are exempt from tax- 
ation, etc. 

Several facts should be borne 
in mind. First, in a rapidly grow- 
ing state governmental expenses 
will constantly increase. Second, 
exemption from taxation is a form 
of subsidy. Third, when property 
is removed from the assessment 
rolls for tax purposes, the remain- 
ing taxable wealth must bear a 
heavier burden. Fourth, each in- 
dividual case of tax exemption 
presents a worthy appeal,
